INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Applicants thank Examiner Slobodyansky for her time to discuss the above-referenced 
application during a telephonic interview on August 10, 2004. The Office Action dated 
September 17, 2003 and Advisory Action dated April 9, 2004 were discussed during the 
interview. The rejection of claims 105, 106, 109 to 171, 184, and 185 under 35 U.S.C. §103 was 
discussed, as were the publications Smith et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,939,279), Friedman et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,549,892) and Furbish et alJ (BBA, 1981, 673:425-434), and 7 applicants' 
assertion of unexpected results. Applicants' representative asserted that the publications do not 
render the pending claims obvious and reiterated their position that their results are unexpected. 
No agreement was reached.
